"This government will have integrity, profes- 
sionalism and accountability at every level? 

But within hours, he had brought back Suella 
Braverman as Home Secretary, a politician who 
just six days before had been sacked by then- 
Prime Minister Liz Truss for a security breach 
thought to have broken the ministerial code. 

As multi-millionaire Mr Sunak announced 
his reshuflle, research laid bare the cost of living 
bombshell hammering families. 

Analysts who collected more than a million 
prices from supermarket websites found prices 
for some of the cheapest food items had risen 
by almost two-thirds over the past year. 

Twelve vears of Tory rule have driven the 
nation to the brink, millions struggling in the 
cost of living crisis as inflation tops 1096, mort- 
gage and energy bills rocket and pay stagnates. 

But Jeremy Hunt, who stays as Chancellor, is 
set to bring back austerity in his Halloween 
Budget on Monday, when he is expected to 
target benefits and pensions and cut public 
services, including health and education.

And as the climate emergency triggers 
nationwide protests against fossil fuel extrac- 
tion, Therese Coffey, who last week was accused 
of trying to stop Tory MPs voting to reinstate а 
ban on fracking, is now Environment Secretary.

BUDGET supermarket basics are 
in danger of becoming luxuries for 
low-income families after prices 
soared by up to 65% in a year. 

Millions of struggling households 
face more misery over essentials such 
as cooking oil, pasta, bread and milk. 

А pack of 40 tea bags has increased 
by 46% from 67p to 97р and a 500g 
packet of spaghetti has soared by 60% 
from 38p to б1р. 

А four-pint carton of milk rose by 
3096 from £1.17 to £1.52 and a one- 
litre bottle of vegetable oil leapt by 
65% from an average of £1.56 to £2.58. 

Yesterday foodbanks voiced fears 
over data from the Office for National 
Statistics as families decide between 
heating or eating this winter. 

They warned soaring budget brand 
costs will push more into hunger as 
the need for emergency food parcels 
outstrips donations for the first time. 

Rachel Bull, head of policy and 
research at the Trussell Trust, said:

WHEN even the boss of the Confederation 
of British Industry warns Rishi Sunak 
against an austerity "doom loop" of tax 
rises and public spending cuts, he either 
heeds the advice or is doomed himself. 
The latest Tory Prime Minister foisted on 
the country without a general election is a 
wealthy fiscal conservative prepared to 
balance the books on the backs of the poorest. 
As Chancellor he snatched a crucial £20-a- 
week Universal Credit payment from six 
million households - a cold-hearted move that 
casts a chill of fear about what may lie ahead. 
His enormous wealth will not be such an 
issue if he looks after the poor and struggling 
low and middle-income families. 
But sitting pretty while short-changing the 
less fortunate would be an enormous mistake 
he would come to regret.

LENGTHENING waits for cancer treat- 
ments are the result of an ailing NHS 
lurching backwards due in large part to a 
lack of proper funding.

THE SON of Britain's ‘most feckless 
dad' was jailed for life yesterday after 
stabbing a man to death - the second 
of his children convicted of murder. 

Raymond Hull made headlines in 2014 
after it emerged he had 22 children by 11 
women. The Mirror told how Hull, now 67, 
was sentenced to 18 months after he was 
caught with a stash of cannabis. 

But a judge suspended the sentence 
after learning that Hull needed to help his 
then 26-year-old girlfriend look after their 
seven-month old baby. 

Yesterday his son Kane Hull was told he 
must serve at least 28 years for the brutal 
murder of Ryan Kirkpatrick. 

Hull, 29, and Liam Porter, 33, formed 
"team murder" and acted jointly in a plan 
to stab Mr Kirkpatrick outside a bar in 
Carlisle on the evening of September 18 
last year, a court heard. 

Tim Evans, prosecuting, added that 
Kane Hull had been the knifeman, with 
Porter "supporting the plan’. 

He described the killing as “nearer to an 
execution than a fight because Ryan Kirk- 
patrick had not a chance to fight back”. 

Mr Justice Linden jailed Hull, of no fixed 
address, for life with a 28-year minimum. 

Porter, of Carlisle, got life with a 
minimum term of 26 years.

In 1996 Kane Hulls brother Adrian 
kicked Nicky Morrison to death in a park 
and then threw his body into a stream. 

Adrian was freed from prison in 2013 
aged 34, having served 17 years. 

After Kanes sentencing at Carlisle 
crown court, Cumbria Polices Det Chief 
Supt Mick Bird told of his forces efforts to 
find the killers, who had fled to Ireland. 

He said officers and staff had worked 
day and night, following up large numbers 
of leads and poring over CCTV. 

The car Hull and Porter had used 
following the murder was later found 
burning in Burgh-by-Sands, Carlisle. 

Det Chief Supt Bird added: "This was a 
shocking attack that robbed a young man 
of his life, his family and friends of a loved 
one — and which horrified all those present 
at the time. 

The court had heard statements from 
Ryans family. His gran Muriel said: "Our 
world has been ripped apart: 

In 2014, when Raymond Hulls past 
came to light, it emerged the cannabis 
dealer had not worked a day in 10 years. 
In an interview at the time, the grandad of 
19 said: "Every time I have a one-night 
stand, the girl ends up getting pregnant. 

"If its tidy, you dont knock it back, do 
you? Гуе got a bad back so I cant work. 

“It must be from running around after 
all these kids all these years. 

Hull Snr, then of Aspatria, Cumbria, had 
31 previous convictions at the time.

N 80-stone beast not seen 

in Britain since the Ice 

Age is again roaming the 

countryside. Actually, 
theres four of them, though ones 
a little smaller. 

In the vast expanse of West 
Blean and Thornden Woods, near 
Canterbury in Kent, wild bison 
now graze. 

Three females were released in 
July: the older one from Scotland, 
the others from Ireland. 

As the Mirror reported on 
Saturday, one of the Irish animals 
gave birth to a calf last month, the 
first wild bison to be born in 
Britain for at least 6,000 years, 
when Europes largest mammals 
were hunted to extinction. 

The birth of the baby bison on 
September 9 came as a complete 
surprise even to the rangers who 
look after the little herd. 

Tom Gibbs says: “It is difficult 
to detect pregnancy in bison @ 
as they naturally conceal it 
to avoid being hunted by 


predators. In the weeks Ses 


leading up to the birth, |

Tom says: "The beauty 
$ of bison is that they re not 
doing anything special - 
they are just being themselves.

Seeds become 
attached to their fur, 
which are then depos- 

ited to grow elsewhere 

- another behaviour 

that makes bison such 
impressive eco-engi- 
neers, says Tom, who 
can track them via their 
GPS collars and an app on 
his phone. 

I get on with helping Tom 
with his daily check ofthe elec- 
tric fence which runs around the 
edge of the woods so the bison 
dont venture out.

Tom says: “The debarking helps 
more light reach the forest floor, 
helping grasslands, butterflies, 
insects, and reptiles thrive: 

Recent studies show insects in 
Kent have declined by an aston- 
ishing 7096 over the last two 
decades. Tom tells me there is one 
success story - the heath tritillary 
butterfly, which has beaten the 
odds and survived in Blean Woods. 

"Its a very, very rare, beautiful 
butterfly, but it has only survived 
because parts of the wood were 
regularly coppiced by people. It's 
brilliant that now we have the 
bison to do that? 

Destroying trees doesnt sound 
a positive environmental policy, 
but Tom stresses that wildlife need 
a diverse ecosystem. 

He adds: “Half the wood is made 
up of non-native conifers and it's 
much better to use bison to kill 
these trees than chainsaws. 

As we walk, the carpet of bram- 
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way to a purple maze of heather. 

Heathland is a rare habitat, 
especially in the south of England, 
Tom explains, and the bison are 
helping it thrive: “The heather here 
is the perfect example of how 
bison are helping. 

“Heather grows under trees, but 
its too shady to really thrive, so it 
gets very spindly and unhealthy. 

“But as the trees are debarked 
and killed off, nice, open patches 
are created that allow the sun to 
pour through: 

Tom continues: "The heather 
has responded really well and 
started to grow in the absence of 
tree cover. And heather is a great 
source of nectar for bees.’ 

The bison spend the majority of 
the day foraging in the woods – 
eating around 25kg of birch, oak, 
sweet chestnut, brambles and 

bracken in the

Suddenly all I can see are plumes 
of dust as Haydes body-slams his 
hefty frame in the dirt several 
times.

They will also eventually 
be joined by Exmoor ponies, Long- 
horn cattle, and Iron Age pigs. 

The Wilder Blean project has 
been 10 years in the making but 
got off the ground thanks to 
£1.125million funding from players 
of Peoples Postcode Lottery. It's 
hoped its success will lead to 
further projects across the UK. 

But for now Kent is the only 
place we can see wild bison and I

failure to spot any so far. I havent 
given up, though, so persuade Tom 
to walk me back to the Blean 
woodland one last time.

People looking for mortgages 
and other financial products 
online say they are being 
forced into sharing too much 
personal data and it makes 
them feel vulnerable, according 
to a new report. 

Almost one in five people 
began their search online last 
time they looked for a mortgage 
quote, but more than a third of 
the same adults would go online 
next time - a 100% rise. 

Despite this shift to online we 
have concerns about sharing so 
much data, and are becoming 
increasingly unhappy with the 
way it is being handled. 

One in three people say they 
had a negative experience when 
getting an online quote. One in 
four said it was unclear they'd 
have to submit personal details 
to receive a quote, and the same 
number were expecting an 


online quote but were called 
instead. 

Worryingly almost one in 
three were contacted by a 
company different to the one 
they submitted their details to 
- receiving unsolicited calls was 
one of the biggest issues. 

Nine in 1O people say the fact 
their telephone number had 
been passed on to a third party 
made them feel worried about 
their data, and half of those who 
received a cold call said it made 
them feel angry. 

Alain Desmier, managing 
director at Contact State, which 
carried out the research, said: 
"We are working hard with lead 
generation buyers and sellers 
across the UK to clean up the 
industry, creating a clear and 
transparent customer journey 
so firms know exactly how that 
customers' number was 
obtained. 

"This is to help ensure people 
never feel they have been 

forced or tricked into sharing 
their details - and that 'how did 
you get my number' becomes a 
question of the past."

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RPI GIVES A SNAPSHOT OF CHANGING TREN IDS

THE economy certainly looks 
like a basket case at the 
moment. But it really is 
when it comes to calculating 
inflation, which has just hit a 
40-year high at 10.196. 

While corsets, mangles and 
condensed milk are probably not 
on your shopping list this week, 
they were must-haves for the 
1940s shopper. 

As a result, 75 years ago in 1947, 
when the government started to 
measure how rising prices 
impacted our everyday lives, they 
were included in its first Retail 
Price Index (RPI) which uses a 
basket of goods to work out what 
the rate of inflation is. 

Inflation is a measure of the 
average changes in prices across 
the economy over a specified 
period. It has a big impact on 
everyones lives as it reflects not 
only the prices we pay for our 
goods and services, but it also 
impacts the real rate of return that 
savers earn at banks and building 
societies. 

If youve got a pension, then its 
highly likely to be linked to the RPI 
so its important that you know 
how the rate of inflation is calcu- 
lated. 

Whats included in the so-called 
basket of goods is announced 
each March and is down to the 
Office for National Statistics. 

Each year the ONS sorts 
through the 650 items and decides 
whats in and whats out of the 
nations shopping basket. It then 
checks the prices of these items 
and services all over the country, 
sampling more than 180,000 indi- 
vidual prices in around 140 areas. 

In addition, around 300,000 
quotes are used in measuring 


owner occupiers monthly 
housing costs. Catherine Wray, 
product manager at Leeds 
Building Society, says: “The RPI 
basket of goods provides a fasci- 
nating snapshot of what we all 
spend our money on and how this 
has changed over the 

decades. 


In the 1940s, the 
basket of goods 
reflected the austere 
days of ‘make do and 
тепа. Sewing 
machines, irons, 
vacuum cleaners, 
condensed milk and 
mangles were there, 
along with unskinned 
rabbits and corned 
beef. It wasnt until 1962 
that the mangle, along 
with the galvanized 
bucket, were consigned 
to history. 

By the 1950s, life in the UK was 
becoming a bit more fun. Televi- 
sions made it onto the list, joining 
other trends of the decade such as 
Tupperware, cinema admissions 
and ice cream. Breakfast cereals 
made it into the basket in 1952. 

In the 1960s - the decade Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan told 
us “weve never had it so good" - 
convenience foods first appeared, 
plus sliced bread, fish fingers, 
meals out, jeans and scooters. 

Significantly, the 1970s saw 
home ownership levels increasing, 
so mortgage interest payments 
appeared in the basket.

found ready meals and micro- 
waves appear. 

Interestingly, lettuces didnt 
appear until this decade — a reflec- 
tion on how foods once classed as 
seasonal had now become avail- 
able year round. 

It was during the 1990s 
. that luncheon meat 
was ousted in favour 
of pate. As house- 
holds disposable 
incomes rose, so 
the basket of goods 
reflected our 
| increased spending 
№ power with replica 
4» football strips, 
computer games and 
foreign holidays now 
included. 

During the 2000s the 
basket continued to 
evolve. Items such as 
hair straighteners blew 
away hairdryers, 
blu-ray disc players 
and sat-navs were 
included and bottles of 
mineral water replaced 
fizzy drinks. 

Liquid soap superseded tablets 
of soap, lip gloss saw off lipstick, 
and baby food was replaced by 
powdered formula. 

More recently, in 2021 electric 
and hybrid cars were included for 
the first time, and this year saw 
meat-free sausages, sports bras, 
pet collars and antibacterial 
surface wipes all appearing. 

But some things never change 
and have been included in the 
basket throughout its history - 
such as a pint of milk, fruit and 
vegetables, football tickets and 
postal charges. 

So, while it's fun and interesting 
to look at the history of the RPI 
basket of goods, what's important 


today is that you take care to 
make sure that your savings arent 
eaten away by inflation. 

Catherine Wray adds: "Inflation 
is the enemy of savers as it erodes 
the real value of your hard-earned 
savings. Its always worth checking 
to see that you are getting the best 
return for your money and that 
your savings provider is trans- 
parent in the way it operates its 
savings accounts. 

“Ав the cost-of-living crisis 
continues to bite and the rate of 
inflation hits double digits, savers 
need to make sure that their savings 
are really working for them. 


History of key 
goods 


Tea has appeared in every basket 
since 1947 in one form or another. 
Tea bags joined in 1980 but loose- 
leaf tea wasnt removed until 2002. 
Herbal and fruit teas were added 
in 2001 - but only for one year. 
Baked beans made their 
appearance alongside tinned peas 
in 1947. By 2009, canned food was 
less popular and the only tins 
remaining were tomatoes, sweet- 
corn and beans. 

Cornflakes Breakfast cereals 
first entered the basket in 1952, 
marketed as a health food long 
before the sugar-coated versions 
came along. In 1987, oats were 
replaced by muesli. In 2001, 
cereal snacks appeared, changing 
to cereal bars in 2010 with 
the tendency to eat breakfast 
on the go. 

Ready meals appeared in 1980, 
with frozen curry and rice drop- 
ping into the basket in 1987. In 
2002, reduced calorie and frozen 
vegetarian ready meals were 
added.

However, that meant selling 
a large proportion of their 
future TV rights, half their 
content production company, 
and they took out a fresh loan 
of £450m to refinance their 
eye-watering £1bn debt.

Barca will struggle to bank 
even £30m if they go out at the 
group stage. But the 
reputational damage done to 
one of European footballs 
great clubs will be even 
greater.

BAYERN MUNICH sold their 
superstar striker Robert 
Lewandowski in the summer - 
yet the Germans are still 
having the last laugh.

ENGLAND boss Gareth Southgate has 
assured Kalvin Phillips he still wants 
him to go to the World Cup. 

Phillips has made just three 
appearances for Manchester City this 
season after joining them from Leeds 
in a £50million deal in July. 

The midfielder underwent a 
shoulder operation in September, 
after first damaging it during a 
pre-season game against Barcelona. 

He has been sidelined ever since 
and left sweating on his place for 
Qatar 2022, which kicks off in less 
than a month's time. City have no date 
set for Phillips's comeback. 

But Southgate has contacted 
Phillips (top) to make it clear he is still 
part of his plans for the tournament - 
and will pick him if he is close to being 
available again. 

Southgate has kept in close contact 
with City's medical staff and remains 
hopeful he will be able to name 
Phillips in his final squad. 

Southgate has submitted a 
provisional squad of up to 55 players 
to FIFA and Phillips has been included. 

The Three Lions boss will have to 
reduce that to a final 26 by November 
13, with FIFA announcing each nation's 
squad the following day. 

Phillips was one of the stand out 
performers when England reached 
the final of the delayed Euro 2020 
tournament and Southgate remains a 
huge admirer of the 26-year-old.

HATE TIDE 24 
IS RISING 


FOOTBALL is facing a rising tide of 
hate crime at all levels, according to 
Kick It Out chair Tony Burnett. 

He was among a panel of experts to 
answer questions from MPs 
conducting an inquiry into safety at 
major sporting events. 

It follows trouble at Wembley, the 
stade de France and worrying 
statistics for the 2021-22 season, 
showing an increase in football-related 
arrests for the first time in almost a 
decade. 

When asked by Damian Green MP if 
the perception that football is going 
back to the 1970s and 1980s is based 
on anecdote or hard data, Burnett 
(above) - addressing a Digital, Culture, 
Media and Sport committee - replied: 
"There's definitely evidence in the 
space that we work in and that's 
around discrimination. 

"If you look at the UK Football 
Policing Unit, they released a report 
two weeks ago talking about a 99 
percent increase in hate-crime 
discrimination over the last season. 

"If you look at the stats, we see a 
significant increase in the year to date 
when it comes to incidents of 
discrimination. 

"And that increase is across the 
board - it's racism, it's LGBTQ+ 
discrimination, it's misogyny. 

"And it's not just the professional 
garne, if you look at grassroots 
football we're seeing a significant 
double-digit increase there."
